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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
3. Claims 2 -9, 11 - 13, 17, 18,20,23 -25,41,44-48,53,54,56-61 and 63 -67 are 
allowed. 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either singularly or in combination, at 
least the planar top surface of an encapsulated structure and the top surface of a pre-packaged 
semiconductor die being of equal distance from a substrate. Tutsch et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 
6,630,727) and Sudo et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 5,475,264) disclose at least the planar top surface of an 
encapsulated structure and the top surface of a packaged semiconductor die being of equal 
distance from the substrate. However, the packaged semiconductor die of Tutsch et al. and Sudo 
et al. is not a separately pre-packaged semiconductor die, i.e., a die is separately packaged before 
attaching on a substrate. Thus, Tutsch et al. and Sudo et al. do not teach at least the planar top 
surface of an encapsulated structure and the top surface of a pre-packaged semiconductor die 
being of equal distance from a substrate as set forth in claims 56 - 59 and 61.
